Appleton's Department of Public 


Works has taken a most unique step in 
organizing a bottle and can collection 
service so that this refuse can be 
recycled instead of buried in the city's, 
landfill. The city really has an op- 
portunity to gain national attention 
through the program. 


But now the residents of the city are 


on the spot. For the whole success of the 
operation depends upon their support 
and cooperation. 


Such a collection program will only 


succeed if a large volume is achieved. 


And this means that a large percentage 
of householders must prepare bottles 
and cans properly and deliver them to 
the eight collection 
stations 
at 


elementary schools. 


The city council imposed a handicap 


on the program right off the bat by 
limiting the number of collection 
stations to eight. But if the program gets 
off to a very good start we're certain the 
council can be persuaded to authorize 
additional stations, probably including 
commercial establishments which want 
to cooperate. 


Voting Rights of Servicemen 


If s a little difficult to understand 


Attorney General John Mitchell's 
complaint that if university students are 
permitted to vote in the cities where 
their campuses are located it will 
"discriminate against the others not so 
favored, the 800,000 servicemen who are 
also in this new age group and are also 
located away from home." 


Mr. Mitchell, sir, there was a 


Supreme Court ruling about the votes of 
such servicemen. In 1965 the United 
States Supreme Court ruled that men 
and women in the military service must 
be allowed to register in the areas where 
they were stationed unless the particular 
state could prove a legitimate "degree of 
disinterest;" Presumably this might 
mean that those undergoing basic 
training might not be considered as 
legitimate residents of the training area. 
It certainly would indicate that ser- 
,vicemen on active duty over any period 


of time would qualify as voters in the 
areas to which they were assigned. 
. It is inconceivable that Attorney 
General Mitchell does not know of this 
ruling and the legal interpretation may 
be more involved. But, from a cursory 
survey 
of military 'officials 
in 


surrounding areas, it seems obvious that 
they at least don't know about the 
decision or are ignoring it. Servicemen 
are encouraged to get absentee ballots 
and vote, the officers are quick to ex- 
plain. Apparently the question of their 
voting locally has seldom come up—and 
the military authorities haven't brought 
it up either. 


If college students vote in the college 


towns will it really be unfair to 
American servicemen? Not if they are 
adequately supplied with the correct 
information concerning their own voting 
rights, Mr. Mitchell. Maybe there should 
be a memo from the Attorney General to 
the Secretary of Defense. 


Damn These Fall Warblers! 


And now we have come to the time — 


not of the singing of birds or when the 
voice of the turtledove is heard in the 
land — but rather when those con- 
founded confusing fall warblers stop 
briefly on their way to warmer climes. 


There are two main problems with 


fall warblers. First, they all look alike. 
Oh, yes, some are supposed to have 
•white wing bars, or eye rings or the 
remnants of yellow rump patches, but to 
even the slightly myopic viewer they are 
yellowish green and that is all. 


Secondly, they never stay still. The 


Cedar Waxwing may move around a lot 
but it does confine itself conveniently to 
the cedars. Mergansers dive in the lake 
but they have to come up for air. The 
PeeWees and the Phoebes readily tell 
their names. The Crested Flycatcher, 
the Cardinal, even the Rose Breasted 
Grosbeak, if not readily identifiable in 
young plumage, stay in one place long 
enough for the book to be brought out 
and the binoculars focused. 


But not the confusing fall warblers. 


They flit not merely from tree to tree or 
from twig to twig.' They hang upside 
down or flutter along the inside branch- 
es. And they refuse to be quiet or 
unnoticeable so that the bird watcher 
can just pretend they aren't there. They 
go through with a great twittering, a lot 
of feathers falling, a general disturbance 
of the local woods community, perhaps 
like an avian rock festival. They want to- 
make waves, to force people to notice 
their small selves, to warn about the 
changing of colors in the trees and that 
the snows will soon be upon us. 


The fall warblers do indeed liven the- 


woods, catch the notice of the passersby, 
infuriate the dedicated bird watcher. 
But perhaps they are not to be idientif ied 
just as to species. They are an annual 
mystery and mysteries should play a big 
part in man's journey through life. In the 
ultimate probably we should not try to 
identify and qualify and categorize 
everything we are privileged to witness 
in the world.

NEW YORK (MW) — Many 


adults — concerned with the 
idleness and restlessness of to- 
day's youth — tend to hold 
young people wholly responsi- 
ble. More to blame, according 
to one youth expert, are: a 
perplexing generation gap, a 
lack of job opportunities and 
poor vocational preparation by 
the schools. 


"By and large, the majority 


of adults in this country," 
says Eli Cohen, director of the 
National Committee on Em- 
ployment of Youth, "tend to 
reject young people because 
they don't like the way they 
dress, speak, or their atti- 
tudes generally." As a result, 
they ."have little use" 
for 


teenagers, sometimes fearing 
them, often being punitive. 
The youngsters, "who aren't 
stupid," know what these re- 
actions are and respond 
accordingly, Mr. Cohen points 
out. "After all, if someone 
rejects you, your natural line 
of defense is to reject 
or 


oppose them."

Adults, he maintains, should 


not stress these differences 
and limitations to the degree 
that they lose sight of the 
special needs and problems of 
the young. One "critical prob- 
lem" confronting them, Mr. 
Cohen says, is the fact that 
there just aren't enough job 
opportunities to go around, 
although many young people 
have the necessary ability and 
are

capable of 


working." 


Laws Not Problem 


Some people, he notes, be- 


lieve the child labor and 
minimum wage laws prevent 
youngsters f r o m 
working. 


"It's 
not the age require- 


ments, nor the sum that has 
to be paid," he declares. "If 
we had a good many more 
jobs for the Ok million unem- 
ployed adults 
today, 
we'd 


have no problem 
getting 


young people employed as 
well." Lowering the basic 


legal requirements, Mr. Cohen 
says, would only put young- 
sters in competition for work 
with adults. And creating jobs 
for the young at the expense 
of adults — who are heads of 
families — he warns, "is not 
the way to deal with the youth 
problem." 


In addition, to the limited 


job possibilities, t o d a y 's 
youngsters have little prepa- 
ration for the world of work, 
the specialist points out. "Do- 
ing chores around the house 
once helped youngsters devel- 
op as workers, but our urban- 
ized, mechanized world pro- 
vides few such opportunities 
now." 


Parents can 
help, Mr. 


Cohen suggests, by exposing 
their children — when they're 
fairly young — to information 
about jobs and careers so 
they can begin to recognize 
what occupations are, and 
what people do at work. He 
recommends, however, that 


parents avoid the twin pitfalls • 
of either trying to re-live their 
occupational a s p i r a t i o n s 
through their children, or of - 
rushing their children into 
premature vocational d e c i- 
sions. Parents who seek to 
substitute their own drives" 
can confuse and be destruc- 
tive to their children, he adds, 
"The youngster has to feel his 
own way in making his own 
vocational choices." 


Describing the youth em- 


ployment situation as "diffi- 
cult and complex" Mr. Cohen- 
concludes, "we could take a, 
major step forward in resolv- 
ing our youth problems, 
if- 


somehow we could get adults 
to think and feel differently 
about the kids."

East continued and South was 
forced to win the ace. Playing 
by habit, South played his 
longest suit. Three rounds of 
clubs established the suit. 
Unfortunately, it also sunk the 
hand. The defense quickly 
collected two more hearts and 
the spade ace for down one. 


Helen Jill Fletcher discusses 


the hand: "It is quite often 
correct for declarer to play 
his long suit first. However, 
habit is no substitute for 
thought. 


"Declarer s h o u l d realize 


that he has at least three 
heart losers plus the ace of 
spades. If he willingly con- 
cedes a club, this totals five 
defensive tricks and down 
one." 


If one course cannot suc- 


ceed, another must be found. 
On this hand, the only other 
possible source of tricks is in 
the spade suit. A lucky posi- 
tion of cards can yield declar- 
er nine tricks while limiting 
the defense only three heart 
tricks and a spade. 


After whining the heart ace, 


declarer would play for two 
spade tricks by leading a low 
spade and finessing the 10. 
The finesse wins and the 
'defense can take only four 
tricks while declarer is assur- 
ed of nine. 


Helen Jill Fletcher con- 


cludes, "When you know one 
line of play cannot succeed, 
you cannot hurt your chances 
by adopting another. Any 
chance, however small, is 
better than none."
